The  W.  M.  Ritter  Lumber  Ocnpany  was  one  of  the  larger  limber  companies  in  the 
United  States.  The  headquarters  was  located  in  Columbus,  Ohio.  Below  are 
listed  locations  of  sites  where  they  had  sawmills.  Hie  sites  denoted  with 
an  asterisk  were  ones  with  cannissar ies  known  to  have  existed.  Since  none  of 
the  tokens  issued  by  the  company  had  a  town  or  state  on  them,  it  is  assured 
they  were  used  at  all  cannissary  locations. 


The  Maben,  WV  operation  had  35  miles  of  railroad  track  and  a  double  band  saw 
mill.  The  operations  were  purchased  by  Georgia  -  Pacific  in  the  1960's.

out  by  the  W.  M.  Ritter  Limber  Company  in  1940  to  celebrate  its  Golden 
Anniversary .  ( 1890-1940 ) 


According  to  ’THE  NATIONAL  LUMBERMAN'S  1906  REPORT", "The  W.  M.  Ritter  Limber 
Co.  is  building  2  railroads;  one  a  standard  guage,  8  mi.,  from  Elizabethton , 
TN  to  Hampton,  TN,  and  a  narrow  guage  from  the  company's  saw  mill  up  Tiger 
Creek  (TN)  about  12  miles."

choke  on  the  answer.  On  th* 
other  hand  there  wa 
something  thoroughl. 
masculine  about  mining 
Richard  Burton  the  actor,  In 
recent  television  interview 
related  that  he  almost  longed  x 
go  to  work  in  the  mines  becaus 
of  the  "macho”  aura  whir1 
emanated  from  the  coal  pits,  s 
was  it  true  In  my  home  tow: 
We  coal  miners’  sons  wer 
sturdier,  we  thought.  We  coul 
certainly  play  baseball  bett< 
and  our  friends  played  footba: 
with  an  abandon  which  seeme 
to  defy  death.  It  was  certai 
that,  when  any  carnival  vislte 
town,  It  was  a  miner’s  son  wh 
would  answer  the  challenge  t- 
fight  five  rounds  with  the  boxe 
employed  by  the  carnival. 

Yet,  as  I  have  said,  there  wa 
certainly  a  dichotomy  In  or 
attitudes.  We  were  secret] 
proud  of  our  roots  even  whJl< 
we  attempted  to  hide  the 
When  it  was  suggested  that  th 
name  of  the  high  school  footba 
team  be  changed  to  "miners, 


me  notion  was  quickly  rejected. 
Instead,  by  general  consent,  the 
students  picked  the  name 
zephyrs. ’’  I  really  didn’t  know 
*hat  a  zephyr  was,  and  I 
aspect  that  most  of  my  friends 
didn’t.  So,  for  some  twenty 
years  or  so,  the  high  school 
ceam  was  known  as  the  zephyrs 
light  gentle  breezes,  soft  to 
he  skin.  It  is  interesting  to  note 
that  two  decades  later  ,  another 
vote  was  held  and  the  athletic 
representatives  of  the  school 
became  known  as  "miners.” 
Out,  by  that  time,  the  mines 
near  the  town  had  long  since 
closed;  many  of  the  old  miners 
were  now  dead,  and  only  the 
call  to  long  and  distantly 
remote  roots  remained. 

It  was  true  that  mining  was  a 
special  kind  of  life  fifty  years 
ago,  and  even  more  special 
some  thirty  years  beyond  that. 
Life  around  the  pit  towns  was 
hard  and,  as  the  Scots  used  to 
say  in  my  home  town,  "dure”  to 

say  the  least.  That  was  the 
special  bond  which  held 
miners'  children  together.  * 
Later  In  my  life,  when  I  scraped 
up  sixty  dollars  to  go  down  to 
Carbondale  to  college,  I  was 
quick  to  develop  a  rapport  with 
those  whose  roots  were  in  coal. 

It  was  generally  understood 
that  we  had  life  a  little  harder- 
not  that  we  constantly 
complained  about  it-but  that 
was  the  way  it  was.  It  didn’t 
make  any  difference  whether 
one’s  father  was  a  United  Mine 
Worker  or  a  Progressive 
("Proggie”  to  their  enemies), 
the  tie  was  strong.  Nor  did  it 
make  any  difference  about  ' 
one’s  ethnic  background.  The 
coal  tipple  was  imprinted  upon 
our  minds:  the  smell  of  slack 
piles  was  common  to  us  all. 

I  learned  early  in  life  that 
growing  up  in  coal  town  was  a 
unique  experience.  One 
developed  a  tolerance  for 
individuality,  for  ethnic 

variation:  the  range  of 

nicknames  illustrated  such 
acceptability.  There  were 
scores  of  Slavic  youngsters  in 
the  town  and  so  many  of  them 
eemed  to  be  called  "Whitey.” 
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Any  English  miner’s  son  might 
be  called  "Johnny.”  short  for 
John  Bull.  "Scotty”  indicated 
an  obvious  ethnic  origin. 
Nicknames  or  color  indicated 
national  roots.  There  were 
"Sandies,”  "Blackies,”  and 
"Brownies.”  There  must  have 
been  at  least  twenty  "Reds” 
among  the  young  people  of  my 
home  town  when  I  was  in  my 
teens. 

It  was  all  part  of  growing  up 
in  coal  town,  of  course.  Each 
ethnic  group  had  its  special 
days.  The  Scots  held  their  clan 
meetings  on  Friday  night,  and 
anyone  could  attend.  The 
Italians  contested  with  bocci 
balls,  and  anybody  could 
watch.  The  Irish  held  their  ‘ 
celebrations  according  to 
sentiment  and  emotion.  Since 
they ,  more  than  any  Qther 
group,  lived  by  the  slogan,  "if 
you  see  a  head,  hit  it,”  one  was 
a  little  more  careful  about 
attending  their  particular 
soirees. 

In  the  years  between  then  and 
now,  I  have  often  thought  about 
my  childhood.  In  the  comers  of 
my  mind  are  the  odors  and 
scents  of  coal  town.  One  arose 
In  the  morning  to  the  acrid 
smell  of  newly  lighted  coal 
fires.  Out  cf  loyalty,  miners 
would  never  heat  their  houses 
by  any  other  fuel.  I  have  talked 
with  people  who  have  not  grown 
up  in  a  coal  town  and  they  tell 
me  that  coal  smoke  odor  is  a 
most  disagreeable  one.  It 
wasn't  to  me  then  and,  to  this 
day,  I  am  transported  back  in 
time  a  great  many  years  when  I 
pick  up  the  rare  scent  of  a  coal 
burning  stove. 

Most  of  the  mining  families  in 
my  town  had  garden  patches 
which  they  faithfully  tended 
during  the  summer.  Others  had 
fruit  trees  and  grape  arbors.  In 
the  fall,  when  the  first  crisp  air 
came  down  from  the  north,  one 
could  smell  the  heavenly

In  the  early 
a  of  American  coal  mining, 
aps  during  the  Nineteenth 

•ury,  one  of  the  most 
lar  forms  of  entertainment 
bare  fisted  fighting.  One 
'e  might  match  the  best  of 
~a\ent  against  those  of  a 
'  boring  town.  There  were 
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even  traveling  fighters  who 
went  from  town  to  town  in 
search  of  opponents.  Prise 
money  for  such  events  was 
made  up  by  passing  the  hat 
among  the  spectators. 

As  education  began  to  take 
hold,  this  crudity  faded.  Miners 
and  miners’  sons  took  up  other 
sports.  In  Southern  Illinois,  at 
any  time  of  the  past,  coal 
miners  spent  a  good  deal  of 
time  coon  hunting.  It  was  an 
enduring  passion  with  some 
and,  to  the  dismay  of  their 
neighbors,  the  addicts  to  this 
sport  kept  and  bred  hunting 
dogs.  There  was  nothing  to 
match  the  all  night  baying  of 
coon  dogs  at  the  moon  in 
summer.  There  was  no  air 
conditioning,  windows  were 
perforce  kept  open,  and  the 
noise  could  be  deafening. 

For  young  boys  growing  up  in 
coal  town,  the  more  formal 
team  sports  were  followed 
avidly.  During  the  1920s,  for 
instance,  there  was  a  brief  rage 
in  the  St.  Louis  area  (which,  of 
course,  Included  parts  of 
„  Illinois)  for  soccer.  This  was 
particularly  true  of  areas 
settled  by  British  or  Italian 
miners. 

The  most  popular  games  of 
all,  however,  were  baseball  and 
basketball.  In  any  coal  mining 
area,  that  is,  within  the  range  of 
twenty  miles  of  the  actual 
mines,  every  coal  mining 
community  knew  which  of  their 
sons  had  made  what  was  called 
“the  big  leagues.”  It  was 
strange  but  some  specific  areas 
proved  to  be  rich  grounds  for 
producing  baseball  talent. 
Montgomery  County  and  the 
northeastern  quarter  of 
Macoupin  County  are  good 
examples.  Nokomis,  in 
Montgomery  County,  once  had 
two  future  Hall  of  Famera  in 
the  major  leagues  at  one  time. 
They  were  Jim  Bottomley  of 
the  Cardinals,  better  known  as 
“Sunny  Jim,’’  and  Charlie 
“Red”  Ruffing  of  the  Yankees. 
Ray  Schalk,  another  Hall  of 
Famer,  played  for  the  White 
Sox  and  came  from  Harvel  in 
Montgomery  County.  There 
were  numerous  lesser  players, 
including  Mike  Kreevich  and 
Frank  Biscan  of  the  St.  Louis 
Browns,  both  of  Mt.  Olive  in 
Macoupin,  and,  later,  Glenn 
Hobble  of  the  Cubs  from  Witt  In 


a  Oil,  wUn  iu.

reputation.  The  "St.  Louis  Pcm 
Dispatch”,  carried  along  in  ar 
early  1930s  campaign  c 
morality,  once  called  Benld  th* 
"wickedest  little  city  In  th< 
United  States.”  One  thing  »*.* 
for  sure  few  people  in  the  to* 
seemed  ashamed  of  Its  doten 
of  saloons  and  gamblln 
houses,  and  Its  nearly  dcr  ’ 
houses  of  ill  fame.

Pool  halls  were  bad!  Tobacco 
was  evil  and  It  stunted  the 
growth,  but  liquor  was  worse. 
Good  young  people  did  not  go 
into  bars  and,  in  fact,  I  still 
remember  having  .  to  stand 
outside  while  my  father  went 
into  some  tavern  to  buy  a  bottle 
of  beer  to  take  home. 

Looking  back  at  all  of  this,  I 
do  not  think  that  my  generation 
was  repressed.  We  spent  a  good 
deal  of  time  playing  baseball  or 
football  and,  on  special 
occasions,  we  gave  ourselves 
over  to  a  special  kind  of  sport 
played  around  the  St.  Louis 
area  and  which  is  called 
corkball.  In  all  frankness,  when 

I  look  at  our  college  students 
today,  I  am  quite  sure  that  our 
generation  lived  in  an 
atmosphere  of  adjustment  and 
compromise.  At  least,  we  did 
not  require  drugs  and  liquor  in 
order  to  have  a  good  time.
